avoidable delays. 
T h e remaining $1,500 can be secured by the contractors 


only through suit, or rescinded action by the council. 


O n the Mill street pavem ent W o o le y & H anson’s bid w as $3,000 un 


der that of other 
bidders. 
T h e y made a very satisfactory profit on 


this work, showing that other bidders would have made an enorm ous prof­ 


it. 
Friends of W o r le y & Hanson maintain 
that these contractors annu­ 


ally save the city large sums on contracts. 
T h e y figure close in bidding, 


and close in buying supplies, m aking the expense to the city the mini­ 


m um and a reasonable piofit to themselves. 
It is claimed by friends that 


the city is taking a decidedly unwise action in attem pting to drive these 


contractors, both L a Crosse men, out of the competition by refusing to 


pay them for w ork which they completed very satisfactorily, even though 


three w eeks behind the schedule time. 
It is maintained that the dam age 


to the city by this inconsequential delay w as too small to be considered 


and w as by no means w orth $1,500, the penalty inflicted. 


It is claimed that other contractors have failed to finish contracts on 


time w ithout paying a penalty, and that it is peculiar that W o o le y & H an ­ 


son w hose low bids annually save the city m oney, should be made the ob ­ 


ject of a long-delayed, and evidently especially prepared object lesson.

This, say friends of W o o le y & H anson, is rem ark­ 


ably quick work, when the scarcity of materials and shipping delays are 


considered. 


‘It seems to me.’* said a taxpayer today, “ that the city should give 


W o o le y & H anson $1,500 bonus as public benefactors, instead of trying to 


beat them out of their legitimate earnings. 
It is certain that if the coun­ 


cil succeeds in driving W o o le y & H anson out of business here, the city 


will pay thousands m ore each year for their contracts than they have had 


to pay these men.”
